The total consumption of Fuel and Power in the United Kingdom during 1951 
has been estimated at 214,200,000 tons of coal or coal equivalent. Of this total 
it is estimated that 60,400,000 tons were used for domestic purposes. 


The possible total yearly consumption visualised for the years 1959-1963 in the

A CORB BOOK IN ENGLISH 


All English and American disciples 
of Le Corbusier, as well as thousands 
of the merely curious, will welcome an 


English translation of the famous little: 


red book published in 1950: L’Unité 
d’Habitation.* Nevertheless, it is in 
some ways an unfortunate book. It is 
at least three years since the book was 
written; it was a description of what 
was proposed for a building in a not 
very advanced stage of construction. 


* 


Most of the pictures were either dia- 
grams or progress photographs. Things 
had to be explained in words that 
could now be more easily shown by a 
good photographer. It would be ask- 
ing too much perhaps to expect Corb 
to revise his text—though it would be 
a courtesy to his English admirers. It 
would not have been too much to ask 
for a good series of up-to-date photo- 
graphs for one’s guinea. In fact only 
one or two general views have been 
added to the original illustrations. 


* 


But then the whole book is rather 
like that. It is, for instance, both 
under-translated and over-translated. 
No one on earth ever talks about “ the 
Marseilles Block,” but that is the title 
of the book; it is reminiscent of those 
cheap guide books that talk about the 
Castle of Chenonceaux or St. Mark’s 
Square and thus leave the average 
Englishman gaping. On the other 
hand, since this book was not for 
readers of the “ Woman’s Page,” there 
was no need to translate “ des hommes 
dans leurs maisons”’ by “the family 
gathered round the fireside.” Mar- 
seilles is, after all, a Mediterranean 
city, and L’Unité is, one gathers, 
equipped with central heating.

LOC AGAIN GIVES A LEAD 
rc again the LCC has proved itself to be one of the 


country’s most enlightened local authorities. At its 

last meeting it approved, in principle, the appointment 
of a nominated contractor for one of its housing development 
schemes, having been advised by its architect’s department 
that further economies in its housing work could not be made 
within the framework of the competitive tendering system. 
The intention .is that the housing division of the architect’s 
department will work, right from the commencement of the 
project, in collaboration with a consulting engineer and a 
nominated contractor, in order to examine the possibilities of 
new techniques of building and to decide how the project 
under consideration can be most economically dealt with. 
Thus has the UK’s largest local authority confirmed the view 
expressed frequently in the JouRNAL (and re-stated recently 
in the UNO report on the cost of house construction, see 
Technical Section for July 16) that a change in contractual 
procedure is one way whereby the cost of building may be 
reduced, and that, to quote the UNO report, “ the tendering 
system . . . does not appear to have contributed significantly 
to the reduction of costs.” 
Another piece of good news comes from the last LCC meeting. 
The Council propose to act on the recommendations of the 
Bailey Committee by using prefabricated interiors for about 
300 houses and flats on its Brooklands Parkside Site, Green- 
wich. Construction will be on the “ Schindler” system, 
which has been mentioned and praised several times in the 
JOURNAL. 
It is to be hoped that the example of the LCC’s progressive 
attitude to building will be followed by other local authorities.

Housing with Nominated 


Contractor 
The LCC Housing Committee proposes to 


appoint a consulting engineer and a nom- | 
inated contractor to work with the Council's | 


architect on the first phase of the development 
of the Picton Street site in Camberwell. 
This unusual proposal was approved by the 
Council last week. Both engineer and con- 
tractor are to collaborate on the project from 
the design stage onwards. It is hoped that 
this method will lower building costs and 
lessen the construction time, although it is 
not expected that appreciable economies will 
be achieved on the initial experiment. 

An estimate of the scheme based on normal 
constructional methods will be the maximum 
cost to which the design group will work. A 
detailed investigation will be made ito cer- 
tain component parts of the building in order 
to establish their cost in traditional construc- 
tion. These costs will be used as a yardstick 
against which the design team will check the 
cost of new construction methods evolved. 

The 22 acre Picton Street site will contain 
4 eleven-storey blocks of maisonettes, 3 three- 
storey blocks of maisonettes with 5 shops on 
the ground floor of each, 3 three-storey blocks 
of flats, 26 houses in three terraces, a club- 
room, playgrounds, play spaces, an estate 
workshop and eleven garages. There will be 
681 dwellings. The estimated cost is 
£1,686,430. Over 34 acres will be reserved for 
two schools, a public library, houses for old 
people, public houses and a bakery. 


Schindler System to be Used 


The LCC Housing Committee proposes to use 
the Schindler system of construction in de- 
veloping the Brooklands Park site at Green- 
wich, where five-storey blocks of flats and 
houses are to be built. The Schindler system 
consists of prefabricated internal partitions 
and wall linings with external skins con- 
structed by traditional methods. It was first 
described in the JourNAL for October 26- 
November 2, 1950. 

A consulting engineer and nominated con- 
tractor will be appointed to work with the 
architect from the design stage.

The soil testing laboratories in Old Church Street, Chelsea, for Soil Mechanics, 
Lid., have been designed by Cecil C. Handisyde in association with Hammett 
and Norton. The building has been converted and extended to the east. 
The photograph above is of the main laboratory on the first floor; behind the 
glazed screen is the laboratory engineers’ room. Above right, the new reinforced 
concrete staircase No. 1 and first floor landing.

When completed, the estate will 
provide 1,771 dwellings, accommodating about 
6,500 persons. The population of the area to be 
served is about 17,000 at present, with an ultimate 
planned population of 23,500. Five health units 
operating under the National Health Service Acts 
and the Education Acts have been brought together 
under one roof. There are medical practitioners’ 
and dental surgeons’ units situated on the main 
frontage facing Green Lanes, with one main and 
three subsidiary entrances. Suites for six medical 
practitioners are situated on the ground floor. Each 
doctor is provided with a waiting room, consulting 
room, examination room and undressing cubicle. 
On the first floor there are facilities for minor 
operations, the testing and treatment of eyes, visiting 
specialists, dental X-ray unit and a medical store 
room. On this floor there are also two suites for 
dental surgeons. The school health unit is entered 
from the north of the site, and has a waiting hall, 
room for dealing with minor ailments, doctors’ 
consulting room, nurses’ room and record office, 
all on the ground floor. The child welfare unit 
deals with interviews, weighing, test feeding, isola- 
tion and milk distribution, and has also a lecture 


room with demonstration kitchen. 


SERVICES.—Heating is by a forced-circulation, 
low-pressure hot water system.

SYSTEMS 


This Sheet describes the use of electrically-operated 
proportioning equipment for the automatic control 
of space heating and air-conditioning systems. 

The following notes describe the control units and 
the diagrams on the face of the Sheet illustrate the 
basis of their application, from which more complex 
installations can be visualised. 


General 


The equipment may be used to regulate the tempera- 
ture in a heating system or to proportion the heating- 
and-cooling medium, fresh air flow and/or moisture 
content in an air-conditioning system. Great flexi- 
bility in a system is possible as any unit in the range 
can be added by a simple electrical connection. 
Combinations of the units the functions of which are 
described below can be arranged to maintain constant 
conditions from a single control point; to maintain 
conditions within predetermined limits from a single 
control point; for averaging control from up to 
three separate control points. They may also be 
used to effect compensating temperature control 
from two control points. 


Control Units 


ZA proportioning valve: This is used to control the 
flow of steam or hot water in pipes from } in. to 8 in. 
diameter (screwed or flanged). It is operated by an 
electric motor actuated by a controller at any distance 
from the valve. 

ZE and ZE2 thermostats: This type of thermostat 
is for fitting in a room and is connected to the pro- 
portioning valves. They control, as standard, tem- 
peratures from 35° to 90° F. but may be obtained 
to order for different ranges. Type ZE2 has two 
resistance elements which may be arranged to operate 
simultaneously for averaging or compensating control 
or in sequence for separate circuits. 

ZD and ZD2 thermostats: This is a phial-and-capil- 
lary type thermostat for fitting in ducts, radiators, 
boilers, tanks, etc. 

ZG humidity controller: Used to control a propor- 
tioning valve or louvres for adjusting the humidity of 
conditioned air. 

ZB torque unit : Used to operate ventilating louvres; 
it can also regulate automatic stokers. The operating 
lever may be arranged to rotate through 90°, 150° 
or 180°. 

ZJ resetter: This automatically resets one control, in 
a compensating control system, in accordance with 
the fluctuations of the second control. 


AUTOMATIC ELECTRICAL CONTROLS FOR HEATING AND AIR-CONDITIONING 


ZO controller: Used for remote manual control to 
give required conditions by over-riding other controls. 


Typical Systems 


Control of hot-water heating: The drawing shows a 
simple hot-water heating system. A ZE thermostat 
fitted in the room controls a ZA proportioning valve. 


Compensating control of warmed-air heating: One 
ZD thermostat is situated in the fresh air inlet to the 
air-conditioning duct and connected to another in 
the discharged air outlet. The latter controls the 
ZA proportioning valve in the heater supply pipe and 
is reset by a ZJ unit (as described under ‘* Control 
Units ’’) to compensate for variations in fresh air 
temperature. 


Control of humidity in air-conditioning system: A 
ZG humidity controller fitted in the recirculated air- 
duct controls the ZA proportioning valve in the pipe 
of the steam supply to the spray heads which deter- 
mine the moisture content of the discharged air. The 
control of the heating-and-cooling unit by means of 
a ZD thermostat in the recirculated air duct is also 
shown in the diagram. 


Control of ventilating louvres in a warmed air heating 
system: The diagram demonstrates the use of the 
ZB torque unit to control ventilating louvres at the 
dictate of a ZD2 thermostat in the recirculated air 
duct. The same thermostat controls the ZA propor- 
tioning valve in the heater supply pipe. A ZO 
controller is shown connected to the louvre control 
circuit to enable a minimum intake of fresh air to be 
selected.

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This Sheet describes Redland 50 double Roman 
tiles with interlocking side joints. The drawings 
on the face show the standard tile and details of its 
application to a roof. Concrete double Roman 
tiles are not covered by a separate B.S., but Red- 
land 50 tiles conform to B.S. 550: 1945 Concrete 
interlocking roofing tiles apart from dimensions 
which solely govern their design. 


General 


The standard tile is 164 in. by 13 in. and has nibs, 
3 in. long by % in. thick, giving an adequate hold 
on the battens. Nailing should, however, be carried 
out as recommended below as a precaution against 
lifting by the wind. Special tiles are available for 
use at the eaves with the lower ends of the rolls 
blocked in and tiles with three rolls for use at the 
left-hand verge. 

Gauge: The recommended maximum gauge is 
13} in. but owing to the adjustable head lap this may 
be reduced where nectssary to suit the length of 
rafters in order to obtain courses of equal gauge. 
Lap: The side lap is 1 in. and the recommended 
minimum head lap is 3 in. 

Roof pitch: The minimum roof pitch recommended 
is 30 degrees. 

Covering capacity: The net covering capacity is 90 
tiles per square (100 sq. ft.) when a 3-in. lap is used. 
Weight: The weight per square is approximately 
900 Ib. (8 cwt.) when a 3-in. lap is used. One 
thousand tiles weigh approximately 44 tons. 

Nuiling : It is generally recommended that two 14 in. 
by 12 g. galvanised iron nails per tile be used in every 
third course or one nail per tile in every second course; 
where the site is very exposed’ or the roof pitch 
unusually steep, it is recommended that two nails per 
tile in every second course be used. All eaves and 
ridge course tiles and those adjacent to verges, hips 
and valleys should always be nailed. 

Colour: The tiles are available in a range of red, 
brown and grey shades. 


Roof Preparation 


A small sprocket, as shown in the drawing on the 
face, should be fixed to the rafters, in order to slightly 
raise the eaves course tiles. 

The normal preparation is to lay untearable felt or 
reinforced building paper directly over the rafters. 
This should be lapped at least 3 in. horizontally and 
6 in. vertically, lapped well into gutters and secured 
with galvanised nails. Tiling battens are then fixed, 
these being 14 in. by } in. where the rafters are at not 
more than 18 in. centres or of a larger section where 
the rafters are more widely spaced. 


Details 


Ridge: The batten at the top of the roof should be 
fixed 2 in. clear of the ridge board. After laying the 
top course of tiles, halves of plain tiles may be laid 
in the hollows between the rolls to form dentil slips, 
as shown on the left of the detail. The dentil slips 
are used for decorative purposes only and may be 
omitted if not required. (The section through the 
roll is shown on the right.) The half round ridge tiles

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are bedded in mortar which is neatly pointed round 
the dentil slip (if used) and the rolls. Mortar is also 
used for jointing and pointing between the adjacent 
ridge tiles. 

Valley : A complete width (3 ft.) of felt should be 
laid down valleys before tiling. Where roof pitches 
are approximately 35 degrees, Redland valley troughs 
may be used. Where roof pitches are substantially 
greater or less than this, metal valleys on boarding, 
with slate or tile undercloak, are recommended. 
The drawing on the face shows the use of the Redland 
valley trough. This tile, 19 in. by 15 in., is rebated 
to provide a 3-in. head lap. A complete weather 
seal and cushicn for the next trough is obtained by 
laying a piece of asbestos yarn across the trough, 
2 in. from the top. Bridging pieces, formed of short 
lengths of 2 in. by | in. battens, are fixed between the 
jack rafters, parallel to the valley rafter. These 
support the ends of the tiling battens and the edges 
of the valley troughs, rendering valley boards 
unnecessary. 

The roofing tiles are cut so that an open valley, from 
4 in. to 5 in. wide, is obtained. The tiles are bedded 
on mortar on the inside of the raised water checks of 
the trough and the cut edges of the tiles are neatly 
pointed with mortar, preferably coloured to match 
the tiles. 

The bedding to the roll and to the hollow of the tile 
are shown on the right and left of the section 
respectively. 

Eaves: The special tiles with blocked ends to the 
rolls are used and should be laid so that the con- 
tinuous nib near the tail of the tile is on the outside 
of the fascia board. With these tiles no mortar 
bedding or under-eaves course is necessary as the 
stopped ends to the rolls provide a neat finish. 

Hip: The edges of the roofing tiles are cut on the 
line of the hip and third round hip tiles laid with 
butt joints are bedded on mortar over them. Alterna- 
tively, socketed hip tiles, which are tapered in their 
length and have 1-in. sockets, are bedded in a similar 
manner. In either case the spaces between the rolls 
are pointed with mortar. 

Verge: Tiling should overhang approximately 2 in. 
and be bedded on mortar over an undercloak of one 
course of plain tiles. The detail shows a section 
— the special left-hand verge tile with three 
rolls. 

Abutments: The details on the face of the Sheet 
show the method of flashing the joint between the 
tiling and a wall or the side of a chimney stack. 
Lead flashings are recommended and should always 
be taken over a roll or part of one and dressed down 
into the hollow beyond.

It is difficult, as yet, to weigh up the validity of all these opinions, although 
it will take strong evidence indeed to combat the glowing tribute to floor 
heating made by the owners of a floor-heated house in the JOURNAL for 
January 31, 1952: 
- Certainly, we shall be hearing a lot more about floor heating, particularly for 
houses and for schools; possibly the most interesting developments may 
prove to be those in which it is used in conjunction with warm-air heating.

Symposium papers printed with discussion. 
Provides record of proceedings valuable to 
anyone concerned with prestressed concrete. 

Two of the symposium papers were re- 
viewed in the JOURNAL for Oct., 18, 1951. 
There were, in all, seven papers, mainly con- 
cerned with design, but also covering a 
number of practical aspects of the subject. 
The discussion which followed them was 
very interesting. This publication is unique 
in that it gathers together the opinions of 
more than thirty engineers. This, on a new 
subject, is of far more use to the reader than 
the single opinion expressed in a textbook.

Design of Coke Burning Appliances. F. J. 
Eaton (Journal of IHVE. April, 1953. pp. 
1-37.) 

Design features of entire range of coke- 
burning appliances, from open fires to 
central-heating boilers. 


Mr. Eaton stresses that the newer types of 
open fire can be precisely controlled and 
mentions that over 150,000 open fires with 
boilers large enough to supply domestic hot 
water and to heat up to 35 sq. ft. of radiator 
surface have already been installed in this 
country. This type of appliance seems par- 


ticularly suitable for the occupier of a small 
house who can only afford to run one 


appliance. There are now at least six suit- 
able models on the market, and they will, 
of course, operate on coal as well as coke. 
The “independent” open fire is very 
efficient and it is difficult to see why this 


| type of appliance has not been developed 


more. It has the advantages both of the 
stove and the open fire and, although the 
early models were not particularly attractive, 
recent OneS are much improved. We may 
yet see developed open fires with high rates 
of efficiency without any loss in their 
essential cheerfulness.

Recent Studies Applications of 
Radiant Heating in America. CC. Tasker. 
(Journal of IHVE. April 1953, pp. 456- 
462.) 

Review of engineering research on panel 
heating in America. 


Mr. Tasker deals with methods of con- 
trolling floor panel systems, the effect of 
the weight of the structure on the system 
and the determination of the heat output 
from ceiling panels. 

The use of electric radiant heating panels 
of glass is of interest. These are usually 
rated at 1 kw. and run at a surface tem- 
perature of about 350° F. They can be 
fixed flush with the ceiling, suspended, used 
as skirtings or mounted on the wall in 
narrow strips. While, even in America, the 
price of electricity makes them expensive 
to run. for general heating, they should be 
useful for special applications—in bath- 
rooms, for example—since they appear to 
be unaffected by moisture; in fact, water 
may be poured on them while they are 
hot without causing damage.

Panel Heating ; Some Practical Applications. 


H H. Bruce. (Journal of IHVE, Sept. 1953.) 
Summary of present practice in this country. 
Mr. Bruce describes the application of floor 

and ceiling heating to houses, flats, hospitals, 
schools, churches and industrial buildings, 
and gives useful data on floor finishes over 
heated panels. Constructional details, which 
accompany the paper, illustrate the use of 
ceiling heating in conjunction with solid 
slabs, hollow beam’ construction and 
suspended ceilings. 


Mr. Bruce discusses the problem of dis-

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comfort arising as a result of using ceiling 
heating in rooms with low ceilings, and one 
is left with the impression that, even in 
rooms 9 ft. high, no difficulty should arise, 
provided the panels are in relatively narrow 
strips. Nevertheless, experience suggests 
that for rooms below, say, 10 ft. some 
assurance should be sought from the heating 
engineer that the possibility of discomfort 
has been considered and that the design is 
such as to minimize it. 


For 2-storey houses, the author favours 
ceiling heating embedded in a concrete first 
floor, rather than heating the ground floor, 
as has been done in most recently-completed 
house heating installations. Although there 
are only a few houses heated in the way

periphery. The structure was tested to 60 Ib./sq. ft. over the whole surface and 


showed no permanent deformation on removal of the load. As shown in the photo, 


the roof was riveted, but for greater economy factory-made roofs would be made 


one quadrant at a time by twisting and stretching flat sheets in a single operation 


by a special machine. 


Since all the quadrants are identical they can nest together 


for transport, and the components for a 22-ft. square roof could be contained in an 


11-ft. by 11-ft. by 8-in. thick package, weighing only 650 lb. The designer, Georgio 


Baroni, plans to build 22-ft. and 40-ft. square bays using light gauge metal or metal 


bonded plywood. Mr. Baroni has already constructed somewhat similar concrete 


structures in Europe and South America.

For some years now BRS, through Post- 
War Building Study Reports and other pub- 
lications, has advocated a simplification of 
the drainage to groups of houses. Savings 
in cost can be considerable if its sugges- 
tions are followed and the publication of 
this Digest, coupled with the rational ap- 
proach of the latest model byelaws, should 
assist in the adoption of these recommen- 
dations. 

The most important thing recommended 
is the use of private sewers for connections 
from a group of houses, combined with a 
much more optimistic approach to the need 
for manholes. The Digest also deals with 
the sizes and gradients of drains, surface 
water. drains, means of access to and 
methods of construction of manholes, and 
concrete protection to drains.
